W illiam M. W ood. president o f the 
American W oolen com pany, who has 
I been indicted on charges o f conspiracy j 
in connection with the alleged "plant- j 
ing’’ o f dynam ite in Lawrence. M ass., 
during the strike last spring, is one of j 
the most conspicuous figures in Amor- ; 
lean industrial life. 
Although In* rose from the very bot­ 
tom of the laboring class, Wood is re 
garded by lalmr as its bitterest ene­ 
my. 
H is life story is picturesque. H is 
father w as a Portuguese named Ja- 
clntho, who w as brought to Edgar* 
tow n, on M artha’s Vineyard, by Cap­ 
tain Henry I’en se. a w haling master. 
on whose ship Jacinthe had lie** it em ­ 
ployed as cook's assistant. 
Jacinthe, 
according to custom , took his benefac­ 
tor’s nam e and becam e a cobbler in 
Edgartown, 
lie married, and his first 
child, known as W illiam M. 
Wood. 
w as horn April 5, 1861. 
T h e son began life as a m ill worker. 
When Dr. Frederick Ayer o f Lowell, 
the {latent m edicine man. w as obliged 
to take over the W ashington mill in 
L aw rence 
I teen use 
that 
institution 
could not repay his loans to it. W il­ 
liam M. Wood w as a traveling s a le s ­ 
man for a New Bedford m anufactory. 
Dr. A yer’s new manager, a man named 
Sampson, gut Wood to Join his force 
ami later made him assistant manager.

Mr. W ood had one o f the trade se ­ 
crets o f the liny—a method o f blend­ 
ing wools so that he could sell cloth 
o f apparently a certain grade far be­ 
low 
his 
com petitors. 
H is 
concern 
m ade money in the face o f hard tim es 
M eanwhile he had com e into social re 
lations w ith 
Dr. Ayer's fam ily and 
eventually married the doctor’s daugh­ 
ter. 
All the Ayer money then becam e 
available for the developm ent of the 
Wood business. 
W hen men were form ing com bina­ 
tions o f m anufactories of nil kinds it 
occurred to Mr. W hitman o f the Ar­ 
lington mill that this would Iv a good 
thing to do in the woolen industry. Ile 
began it and incidentally took in Mr. 
Wood and his W ashington mill, only 
to find later on that Mr. Wood w as the 
head and center of the undertaking 
and that his Arlington mill had lieen 
left outside altogether.
